ucll for decision. No iutimation has 
ueen given as to when the decision will 
ufc rendered, .but it will doubtless be 
imnded down wiibiu three mouths, as 
tlio usual practice. Tnis IK the iiity- 
aixth day of the actual trial, the case 
uaviug been opened December IU, 1SSS. 


Colonel Craig claimed that the de- 


fense had been driven to chttnge 
A iiuiubtjr of times during tlie trial of 
the case with regard to the character 
jnd meaning o! the contract at i^sue. 
It was admitted that Clark was one of 
[he shrewdest business uieu aud trader* 
ever known in ttte state. His coiitructi 
were models and his ability as a lawver 
placed him in the front rank of the p'ro- 
lession. 
Ue then dwelt upon tho pro- 


visions of the iimv constitution wuh iu- 
o'ard to the methods oi taxing morlnatres 
uud other instruments of a like nuturo to 
secure loans.

mortgage then, iu accordance with the 
provUiomt of the new constitution, ihe 
amount paid as interest and tor taxes by 
the defendants could be deducted from 
the $ltU,iiUO to be paid Clark, and lie 
would not be entitled to interest.

Gen- 
eral Hart had rmi'Je mi <tble speech for 
a poor cause: Mr. Hayes had tried to 
carry water on both shoulders as to 
whether this \vaa a mortgage or a con- 
tract of sale; while Judge Denson had 
takeu a lock at it und turned awuy 
without miming the nature of the in- 
strument.

views the defendants had made a pur- 
chase of the grant and at the same time 
hud taken a lease of it.

The 
position was an absurdity, li it was a 
contract of sale, it could not be a lease, 
nor a mortgage.

fur a numbf-r of days and on any d-.uk 
in-lit a man, woman or child In liable to 
wulk into them and either fatally injure 
themselves or cripple thumstlves for 
life.

only twenty-nine miles, was thought by 
the judges to be capable of more service 
than Ericsson's more speedy competitor. 
Erii^son shortly afterward constructed a 
fire-engine for the King of Prussia, for 
which he was awarded a prize medal. 


THE SfJRKW-l'ROl'ELLKK, 


In 1S3:( Ericsson produced hia first ca- 


loric engine. The scientific world of Lon- 
don gave it a hearty indorsement, pro- 
nouncing it an aitoiiieliing invention. 
But before briDgiuK his caloric engine to 
a high degree of perfection ho was des- 
tined to make a discovery that would 
revolutiouizethe art of steam navigation. 
In 1JW7 he built u small tug, forty feel 
by eighty, with two acrew-propellers of 
five and a quarter feet diameter, the Brnt 
of their kind that had ever been seen- 
Ho invited the British Admiralty to in- 
spect his invention, and towed their 
barge at a rapid rate. Their lordships, 
in 
the 
plentitudc of their 
assem- 


bled, wisdom, solemnly decided that 
while the screw-propeller could drive a 
vessel through th« water at a rapid rate 
it could not be ateered. Thoroughly dis- 
gusted with the owl-like stupidity of the 
British admirality and dispairiuK of ever 
securing the adoption of hie invention in 
England, Ericsson cania to America in 
1839, and offered his invention to the 
United States government. He WHS em- 
ployed by the navy department to super- 
vise the building of the war steamer 
Princeton iu 1841. 
To this vessel the 


screw-propeller was applied with entire 
success, as well as several other of Erics- 
son's inventions, including the telescope 
smoke-Btack, a centrifugal blower in tho 
hold and a gun-carriage with machin- 
ery for taking up the recoil. 
The ma- 


chinery of the vessel was below the 
witter-iine, out of reach of the enemy's 
shot. 
Tho improvements 
introduced 


into the Princeton by the Swedish inven- 
tor revolutionized the war vessels of al 
progressive nations in 
a very short 


period, and the screw-propeller came 
into general use for all steam vessels ex- 
cept those designed for the imviiration of 
the shallowest waters. 
What the Eng- 


lish admiralty would not adopt when 
first offered by Ericsson they were only 
too glad to adopt when tbe new steamer 
Princeton promised to be a very formid- 
able opponent to the best English war 
Bteamers of the day. 


THE CALORIC KXGIMK. 


Having compelled the general adop- 


tion of his screw propeller Ericssoi 
again turned bin attention to the caloric 
engine, SB applied to navigation. 
In 


1853 he had completed the Ericsson, a 
ship L'GO feet in Kmgth and of 2000 tons 
burden. The trial trip from New York 
to Washington was made in the roughest 
weather, the engines being in coustuut 
action for twenty-three hours and work- 
ing perfectly during the entire trip. 
The consumption of fuel was only five 
tons of coal in twenty-four hours' 
Tbe 


experiment proved a disappointment, 
however, as the speed attained was not 
equal to that produced by steam, and 
ateam engines were soon after placed 
iu the vessel. Convinced by thin experi- 
ment .that the caloric engine could not 
compete with steam where speed was 
required Ericsson next turned his at- 
tention to applications of the caloric 
principle in channels where cheapness 
was a more important requisite than 
speed. It has been applied with entire 
success to more than GOOO engines now 
in use for pumping, printing, grinding, 
hoisting, runningsewing-machines, wood 
sawing and other domestic purposes. 
For thn last Jew years Ericsson bus 
been experimenting extensively with R 
sun motor, which requires no fuel at all. 
THK MONITORS AND LATEtt WAR VK3SEI.3. 


Ericsson is doubtless best known not 


only in this country but throughout the 
:ivilizcd world as the inventor of the 
turretcd iron-clad war vessel, which su- 
perseded the wooden fleets of a quarter 
of a century ago. Ericsson's inventive 
mind hud early conceived the idea of 
the revolving turret. In 185-i he had 
offered the device to Napoleon UI, only 
to have it rejected as contemptuously as 
his screw-propeller had been by the 
British Admiralty seventeen years before. 
But he believed in it if Napoleon did 
not, and in 1861 proposed the novel idea 
to the United States naval department. 
His proposition did not fall on dull or 
unwilling ears this time, and he was 
given the contract to build hie first ves- 
sel on this plan. By an extraordinary 
display of energy the vessel was com-
